with his neck tie ask ew, his shoes muddy or 
dull, his shirt collar twisted up . a button or 
two off his coat and a big smudge of som e­ 
thing here and there on his clothing. 
All of this has nothing to do with sty le as 
it is assumed that most people hav e enough 
sense to buy an outfit that fits them and not 
to dress with clashing or obnox ious colors. 
Howev er, if they hav en't this much sense, 
they had better find a clothier they can rely 
on and take his word for things. 
But the little details of presentable dress 
are not hard to m anage and 
are very inex­ 
p ensive. It tak es nothing but an iron, not 
necessarily exp ensive m aterial, to tak e the 
bag out of the k nee of your trousers, the 
wrinkles out of 
a lady’s sk irt or the mash 
out of a neck tie. It doesn’t tak e a 30 or 35* 
cent barbershop shine to make

No Doubt About It 


A Kansas horticulturist, speaking on 
Oma­ 
ha at the Midwest Chapter meeting of the 
National Shade Tree Association, reported 
that a tree is much better off growing wild 
in the forest than in the front y ard of a 
city home. We find this hard to believ e as 
an unbreakable rule but 
as a rule of thumb 
it is probably a v ery true statement. 
The city trees, he said, are cut off at 
the top to make room 
for 
power lines 
and the roots are shav ed back to make 
room for sewer lines. In addition to 
that, 
they are generally planted in sub-soil or 
dirt dug out for a basement. 
After this 
kind of treatment, it is a wonder 
the tree 
surv iv es at all but by some 
miracle or 
other many of 
them seem to mak e the 
grade. 
But the Kansan eliminated a few of the 
many other things w h i c h can also p lay 
hav oc with the city tree. Many of them 
become traffic v ictims—run into bv motor­ 


ists and their trunk s severely damaged. 
They must also survive the ravages of 
children 
who cut 
and climb up on them 
until the p oor tree m ust w’onder what its 
p urp ose in life is. And. of course, the 
horticulturist mentioned the fact that too 
m any trees are p lanted too close together. 
Also, many are p lanted too close to the 
home. 
The recent winter weather should have 
told a lot of p eop le that their trees and 
shrubs are p lanted wrong insofar as drift­ 
ing snow is concerned. While sp ring seems 
lik e a long way off with a thick covering 
of snow on the ground, the time will soon 
be here when outside p lantings are again 
the rage. When that time does come, home 
owners should try to rem em ber some of 
the p itfalls of tree and shrubbery p lanting. 
A little forethought can save a iot of time 
and money in addition to adding twice as 
much to the value of your p rop erty. 
Assets No Profit Indicator 


Non farming observ ers, generally unfa­ 
miliar with technical terms find themselv es 
laboring with a paradox . They are asking, 
why is it that there is so much complaint 
when figures show that farm assets are 
steadily on the increase? 
They wonder 
why the farm er is com ­ 
plaining when 10 or 15 years ago his listed 
assets were perhaps $15,000 and today they 
are almost 
twice that. 
The answer to that 
is that his assets 
relate to the additional outlay required 
of 
him to do business. The issue is, his declin­ 
ing prices make it ev er harder to justify 
his assets. In short 
he is not tak ing in 
enough to support his 
assets adequately. 
The Kansas City Federal Reserv e bank 
in its 19 59 annual report cov ers the subject 
succinctly . What it had to say is illuminat­ 
ing and worth general reading. 
It said: 
“ Technological 
innovation, w 
h i c h has 
proceeded 
at a 
rapid 
pace 
has 
had a 
profound influence on 
the capital 
require­ 


ments (of farming). Generally these inno­ 
vations have encouraged individual farming 
tanners to substitute cap ital for labor in 
their efforts to exp and outp ut and p roduce 
more efficiently. 
Furtherm ore 
many 
of 
these develop ments can only be introduced 
p rofitably if the acreage handled p er farm ­ 
er is increased. Thus numbers of farm ers 
have been declining. Desp ite this decline, 
total investment in the industry has been 
increasing because of the use of more 
cap ital and increasing land p rices. 
‘ I he dollar value of assets emp loyed by 
agriculture increased from $102 billion in 
1946 to $203 b i l l i on in 1959 . . . The 
average investment p er farm on* commer- 
ciallv family wheat farm s in the southern 
Great Plains increased from about $40,000 
in 1946 to around 
$8 6 ,000 in 1959.“ 
In view of the fact that assets are some­ 
thing that m ust be justified by earnings 
is easy to see where declining p rices 
p roducing the bind.

A popular and ex pensiv e 
industrial hobby being pur­ 
sued today is the building 
of simulators in an effort to 
reproduce conditions on the 
moon.

The top floor of the simula­ 
tor will contain hv droponic 
benches for growing plants. 
This is a fairly well under­ 
stood process in which nutri­ 
ents are dissolv ed in water, 
and the plant receiv es the 
e s s e n t i a l materials for

water. In addition to furnish­ 
ing fund, the plants will also 
absorb carbon diox ide. The 
plant life will he selected to 
y ield max imum food v alue 
and still he acceptable to 
both humans and animals as 
food. 
The third floor will house 
algae cultures, animal farm s 
and laboratories. Here will 
be found the Photosynthetic 
Gas Exchanger. The cabin 
atmosp here will be p ump ed 
through

p hotosyn­ 
thesis w ill conv ert w ater and 
carbon dioxide into carbo­ 
hydrates and tree oxygen.

Ex periments hwficafce fhal 
algae is the most efficient 
plant for this purpose. It w 
proposed that the algae be

with 
solutions 
of 
re­ 
processed plant and animal 
wastes. 
In turn, by their 
growth, the 
algae prov ide 
additional nutrient to be fed 
back into the closed cy cle 
in the simulator. 
The sy stem will maintain 
the balance of ox y gen and 
carbon diox ide in the atmos­ 
phere. Odors and traces of 
tox ic gases may be remov ed 
by treatment with activ ated 
charcoal. 
Humidity 
stand­ 
ards will be maintained with 
ex cess humidity being re­ 
mov ed by freezing — the re­ 
sulting ice to form a source 
of pure water.

Pigs, chickens and ev en 
cattle may be included here 
for a check on the animals’ 
ability to liv e under these 
conditions. 
Beneath this floor will be 
quarters for the fiv e men 
who will liv e in the dev ice 
for a month or more.

It must be remembered that the top 10 can never set a 
certain quality which must be attained before any team, in 
any year, can make the list.

Th e to p 10 is. and can o nly be. a list o f th e to p teams 
at th e lime. Th eir qu ality is relativ e o nly lo th e qu ality o f 
th e rest o f th e team s in th e state.
